is the problem? 

Last week, I miscommunicated the issue regarding religious freedom and 
the Health and Human Services (HHS) mandate. I said it will force religious 
institutions to provide services that violate their religious beliefs. Instead of 
forcing institutions (e.g.. Catholic hospitals) to provide services contrary to 
their moral code, the legislation will require almost all private health plans to 
offer insurance coverage for these services. 

Though commonly called the "contraceptive mandate," it also forces 
employers to sponsor and subsidize coverage of sterilization. By including 
all drugs approved by the FDA for use as contraceptives, the mandate 
includes drugs that can induce abortion such as "Ella" (Ulipristal), a close 
cousin of the abortion pill RU-486. 

What is the problem? Why are the Catholic Bishops concerned? The 
concern is on two levels - a moral and a religious freedom level. The media 
has focused the public attention on the moral level, but the violation of 
religious freedom will have greater consequences. It will open the door to 
future violations. 

This week I will offer a few comments about the moral issues. The 
mandate says that the "contraceptive services" in health plans are 
preventative health care services. The implication is that all institutions have an 
obligation to provide basic health insurance to employees. The mandate is a 
way to insure that "women's health" needs are met. 

Is pregnancy a disease? That seems to be one of the implications. Is 
providing abortion-inducing drugs a preventative health measure? Many 
who promote abortion rights today would agree that the fetus is a child. 
They continue to argue that a woman has the freedom to end the life of her 
child. Whose health is being protected - the woman's or the child's? 

Church teaching that abortion is a grave sin has been consistent for 2,000 
years. A child is God's most precious gift. And recent experience has proven 
that the woman is also violated with abortion. Women who come for 
counseling to priests or mental health professionals have revealed the deep 
scars in the aftermath of abortion. More recently, some Church leaders have 
asked that those who support abortion would consider that there are two 
lives involved, the mother and the child. Both are harmed. 

Furthermore, the HHS legislation is inconsistent. In the mandated 
"preventative health care services" neither natural family planning, nor male 
methods such as condoms or vasectomies, are included. Hormonal 
contraceptives have been associated with an increased risk for stroke, heart 
attacks, vascular disease and breast cancer, some of the greatest killers of 
women today. 

There is much more to say about the moral implications at stake, but a 
bulletin neither allows adequate space nor room for discussion. That is why I 
encourage you to attend the event at the Cathedral, 7:00 - 9:00 PM Tuesday, 
June 19, and to access info at www.usccb.org/issues-and-action/religious- 
libertu/conscience-protection/index.cfm . 

Above all, I urge you to pray about this issue.
